TRAVELLERS HEAR 
FMINENT MEN 


Duke of Devonshire, Ontario 
Governor, Bir George E, Foster | 


Speak at Banquet | 


Toronto, Fed. %8—His Exceliency 
the Duke of Devonshire, governor 
general of Canada; Hon. Lionel H. 
Clakre, Heutenant-governor of Ont- 
erlo; Sir George EB. Foster. minieter of 
trade and commerce; Hon. N. W. 
Rowell and Hen. Dr. H. J. Cody, for- 
mer minister of education for Ontario, 
Save addresses at a banquet held here 
last night by the Commercial Travel- 
lera’ association of Canada. The dom- 
inant note in the addresses was con- 
fidgnce in the future of Canada and al) 
the other dominions in the British 
Empire. and confidence in the destiny 
of the Bri@sh Empire as a whole. 

Replying to the toast “Our Guests,” 
the Duke of Devonshire, in a brief 
address, stated that in Canada the 
future could be looked forward to 
with perfect confidence, The resources 
the skill and the industry were here 
which could make the future of the 
country assured. While it might be 
difficult to forecast just what the im- 
mediate events might be. confidence 
and optimism were justifiable, he said 
The greatest hope that could be look- 
ed forward to today was baged on that 
great movement taking place in the 
world and expressed in the League of 
Nations. “How ever able the assembly 
mey be.” His Excellency stated, “‘it 
cannot of itself, be of any real valus 
unless it has the sympathy and eup- 
Port of the nations of the world be 
hind it.” What was needed His Ex- 
cellency added, was a renewal of con 
fidence in the hearts of the people and 
and the assurance that a more 
glorious future awaited Canada 
than anything that hed been done in 
the past; 

Speaking aleo to the same toast. the 
leutenant-governor of Ontario refer- 
red to the facts that he had been a 
member of the Commercit! Travellers 
association for over 20 years, and ex- 
pressed the conviction that the asso- 


clation was one of the greatest factors | 


in the moulding of public opinion, and 
the disseminating of doctrines of pat- 
riotism and truth. 

Sir George Foster: “What would 
the world have been like if there haa 
been no British Empire, and no Bri- 
tish institutions. If there had been no 
British Empire where would have 
been the freedom of the world? As 
the empire was contemplated today, 
Sir George said, there was need ‘or 
solemn thought, and he outlined eome 
ef the perplexing problems with which 
Great Britain was grappling at the 
present moment. What wae needed in 
the world he said. was a sense of 
security in the world and a relief from 
the burdens that the nations bore. It 
was thie that the League of Nations 
sought to impart. | 

The British Empire ig founded on 
Justice, ordered liberty and trust- 
worthiness, said Hon. Dr. Cody in pro- 
posing a toast to the empire. Under 
the League of Nations, Dr. Cody eaid 
it would be “either utopia or chace 
worse confounded.” 

Hon. N. W. Rowell. who replied to 
the toast “Canada,” epoke of the re- 
cent trip he had made to Africa and 
outlined some of the problems that 
the people there were facing.
